| Phe Tax Levy Test. 
‘The Tribune objects that in our critacism of 
its proposal to excommunicate every Repub- 


Viean ledtelator who sustained the “Hodges 


Tax Levies,” we failed to discriminate be- 
tween estimates as introduced and estimates 
as passed. The Hodges bill is that which it 
designated as the test of rascality, and con- 
cerning which it still insiste that if any of 
the Republicans voted for 1¢ “without be- 
ing largely paid for it, they are born idiote, 
and should be sent to an asylum for the 
feeble-minded at once.” But for our purpose 
it was not necessary to draw a distinction 
between the various schemes. What we con- 
demn is the attempt of our contemporary to 
proscribe men as thieves simply because 
they voted for a bill which asa whole was 
extravagant. 

The tierits of the Tax Levies are not in 
dispute. We have nota word to say in de- 
fence of the Hodges bill or of the bill finally 
adopted. Judged by any rigid rule of econ- 
omy, they were both bad. It does not fol- 
low, however, that all are dishonest and cor- 
rupt who do not hold this opinion. It is 
quite posaible for members to difter with the 
Trams and even with the Tribune without 
being either knayes or fools. Hence the in- 
justice and inexpediency of the Tribuncds 
test. It makes a journalist’s judgment the 
standard of personal and political integrity, 
and excludes from the party all who come 
in conflict with it. If the test be rigorously 
applied, and be so extended—as in fairness 
it should be—as to embrace former levies 
not essentially less objectionable than the 
Hodges bill, it will exclude Senator Fenton, 
who as Governor signed extravagant tax 
leVies, and also members who, with unsul- 
lied characters, voted on Hopaes’ side. 

The Republican Party cannot afford to 
carry corrupt men. Its interest and ita duty 
equally require the repudiation of those 
who have betrayed theirtrust. I¢ should 
not for any consideration acquiesce in the 
nomination of candidates whose characters 
are tainted with rottenness or fraud. But 
condemnation must rest upon something 
more solid than mere opmion. There must 
be a proof of corruption or fraud before 
pronouncing members or candidates un- 
worthy of confidence. And unless this proof 
be forthcoming, it will be absurd to brand 
as Villains those who did not happen to con- 
cur with the Tribune in ite idea of the 
Hodges: bill.

It is idle to hope‘ for either so long as the 
proscription 1s maintained which at present 
exists in Missouri, Tennessee, West Virginia, 
Louisiana, and in one other of the recon- 
structed Staves. Disfranchisement and dis- 
abilities are as dangerous as now they are 
unnecessary. The republican instincts of 
the American people revolt against them. 
They are an ever-present memorial of a strife 
which we should endeavor to forget—a con- 
stant source of irritation, fostering on one 
side a misuse of power, and on the other a 
sense of harshness which makes hearty rec- 
onciliation virtually impossible. Therefore 
Mr. Brow is right. Justice and safety hav- 
ing been secured, “ it is our clear duty to for- 
get the past and live only for the futare.” 
On no other basis can difficulties growing 
out of the rebellion be satisfactorily ad- 
justed.

Among the 
many communications sent to ts on this sub- 
ject, was a proposition from a benevolent 
citizen to raise “ an amusement fund” for the 


others deprived of them, what had been so 
freely given to them. But there. are more 
substantial and practical reasons for all 
moralists and legislators and those seeking 
the public welfare, to try to fill up this great 
want. 

It is every one’s interest and duty to check 
crime in every way possible, It is one of the 
obligations of the citizen toattempt to break 
up some of the worst indulgences of the 
poot. Now, no one can look abrosd on s0- 
ciety and not see that the laboring classes 
are cursed with intemperance and licentious- 
ness. Each day new crimes are committed 
under these two great appetites. The pas- 
sion for liquor is daily bringing pov- 
erty and desolation to. happy labor- 
‘it is breaking ‘women’s 
hearts; it is throwing orphans on 
the world, and forming; class of thigves, 
vagrants and prostitutes. Of all the crimes’

Cuuses of the Sing Sing Troubles. 

From time to time we have reported out~ 
Tages committed on citizens living in the 
vicinity of the prison by Sing Sing convicts 
who are permitted to go beyond the walls 
without guards. Robberies. innumerable. 
have beén committed ; women have been in- 
sulted and beaten; numbers of tonvicts 
have roamed from house to house inthe adja- 
cent country, imposing on timid inhabitants, 
and others have managed, in consequence of 
the lax discipline maintained, to escape and 
reach this and other cities, where they find 
aid’ and concealment. This lax discipline 
was really at the bottom of all the trouble 
of last week, which. threatened to re- 
sult in a mutiny, and which. is not yet 


keepers have been awed with fear, and twiee 
within a week the guard has been reinfore- 
ed. At this time, with a special guard at the 
prison, the insurgent convicts are more tract- 
able; but itis evident that under the exist- 
ing lax discipline and present system, the 
disappearance of the extra guard will result 
in the revival of the mutimous spirit. 

We understand that the lax discipline of 
the prison is not to be accounted the sole 
cause of the difficulty. The neighboring resi- 
dents who are.so troubled with the. mis- 
creants who are allowed to run at large, are 
themselves to blame in part, because of ef- 
forts made to obtain changes in the keepers 
on account of political principles. Politics 
may not affect in any sense the relations of 
keepers and convicts, but may very material- 
ly injure residents in the vicinity exposed to 
the depredations of the convicts. Sing Sing 
is a prison to which convicted men are sent 
for punishment not indulgence ; and the sur- 
est remedy for the present mutinous state of 
affairs is the enforcement of the proper prison 
discipline.
